DETROIT (AP) - The auto 


industry, already beset with a 
sales lag and production cut- 
backs, has another worry today 
— the possible effects of a safe- 
ty-recall 
campaign 
involving 


more than a half million cars 


and trucks. 


The industry confirmed Tues- 


day reports from Washington 
that a wide variety of potential 
auto safety hazards had been 
discovered in recent months. 


It was small consolation to 


U.S. 
manufacturers that some 


foreign 
competitors, 
ranging 


from the swanky Rolls-Royce of 
England to Japan's Honda mo- 
torcycle, were in the same boat. 


The majority of the 527,962 


U.S.-built cars and trucks in- 
volved 
in the 
recall 
were 


checked out in recent weeks, 
but additional thousands of own- 
ers were sent notification by 
registered mail that a potential 
trouble item had been uncov- 
ered in their cars. 


Industry sales in October and 


early November ran about five 
per cent below a year ago. 


The sales lag has caused all 


four major automobile firms to 
slice production.

Farmers 
Both Rice 
Program 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


The 
Arkansas Farm 
Bureau 


Federation 
gave the present 


rice program a strong endorse- 
ment Tuesday as the organiza- 
tion ended its annual meeting 
with the election of officers. 


The bureau adopted a resolu- 


tion to "support efforts to ex- 
pand rice usage and reduce gov- 
ernment costs, and when 
the 


situation permits an acreage in- 
crease be granted." 


The rice resolution further 


stated that the bureau "strong- 
ly opposes any program that 
would place allotments on bush- 
els or a certificate system with 
direct subsidy to producers." 


The bureau also went on rec- 


ord as opposing any acreage 
control of marketing quotas on 
soybeans. The resolution said 
the soybean program was an 
outstanding 
example 
of 
how 


price supports can serve the in- 
terests of farmers and avoid in- 
terference 
with 
the 
normal 


workings of the market. 


Also adopted was a resolution 


asking that cotton farmers be 
allowed the same privilege of 
nonfarmers to clear land and 
plant soybeans without affect- 
ing soil conserving bases. 


The group also resolved to 


work actively to preserve sec- 
tion 14b of the Taft-Hartley Act 
which allows Arkansas to pass 
right-to-work legislation. 


The bureau also went on rec- 


ord as opposing any additional 
minimum 
wage coverage on 


farm labor and favored some 
type law to enable farmers to 
get labor from Mexico. 


The group re-elected Harold 


Ohlendorf of Osceola as presi- 
dent and Morris L. Bowman of 
Newport as vice president. 


Milton 
Memmons of Poca- 


hontas was elected a director.
